Spokane, Wash , Aug 6—(Bulletin) 


—After a desperate battle with a 


posse in which he was twice wounded, 


Outlaw Harry Tracy killed himself 


this morning. 


The outlaw was brought to bay in 


a swamp 11 miles southeast of Cres- 


ton. 


Standing upon an eminence that 


commanded a view of the surrounding 


country, Tracy continued to pump lead 


into the 
men that had hunted him 


down, until he was twice wounded by 


bullets which whistled about him with 


the density of a hailstorm. With a 


smile of triumph the outlaw then calm- 


ly took up one of his heavy pistols, 


and placing it to his head, pulled the 


trigger, falling in a heap almost at the 


feet of the hounds of justice, a tf *~, 


There was-absolutely no ciance to 


escape from the posse this time, not- 


withstanding the cleverness of Tracy 


in that regard.

Meted Entomologist Claims His 
Dis- 


covery Is Brand Aevi—Manner of 
tile Insect's Destruction In\olve» 
Vne of Petroleum, us In the Case ot 
Other Varieties. 
Professor John B. Smith, the New 


Jersey state entomologist, recently 
made this announcement, &aj s a dis- 
patch from Trenton to the New York 
Herald: "It will be a satisfaction to 
know that I have worked out the life 
history of the salt nmrsh mosquito 
completely. I know just how it breeds 
and just where it breeds now, and the 
knowledge is brand new. The work 
•u as completed only a day or two ago." 


The results of the professor's im esti- 


gutions are given by hi in in detail. The 
bait marsh mosquito lias certain well 
defined peculiarities th.it distinguish 
it from all other species and that make 
it easy to study its habits. It is the 
most numerous and annoying of all 
the mosquito pests in the btate of New 
Jersey because it abounds at the sea- 
coast resorts at a t'uic when it's pes- 
tiferous attentions are most undesira- 
ble. 


It is almost certain, Professor Smith 


says, that the adult salt marsh mos- 
quito does not winter iu the adult stage, 
because the most careful search along 
shore very early in the present year 
failed to disclose a single specimen, 
vraile malarial and house mosquitoes 
were found in some numbers. lie did 
not find the insect until the spring "was 
well advanced. 


It is almost equally certain that they 


do not winter irPthe larva stage, be- 
cause no wrigglets were found when 
the winter had just ended, but were 
discovered in great numbers and of 
\ ery small size in late March and early 
April. The professor concludes that 
the winter is passed in the egg stage 
and that the eggs-are laid singly or in 
groups on grain or sedge or e^ on on 
the ground. When the water becomes 
sufficiently warm,%te wrigglers hatch, 
and the season's breeding'is 'started. 
Areas that are regularly covered by or- 
dinary tides are not breeding places 
for these mosquitoes, nor are poads or 
pools covered only at full tides if they 
are six inches or more l?i depth and 
contain fish or fiddler cra*>s 


It will be news to many that tlip fid- 


dler crab is one of the mont desli -active 
enemies of the mosquito- It may be 
put down as a general rule, says Pro- 
fessor Smith, subject perhaps to ex- 
ceptions, that where fiddler crabs live 
mosquito larvec do not. 


"Depressions at the beginning of the 


upland, covered only by winter or 
storm ticles, leaving pools that last for 
weeks and are refilled by rains, sire 
ideal 
breeding 
places," 
he says. 


"Draws, drains or ditches that fill at 
tides and do nor drain clean are bound 
to become fillet! with wrisglers. Any 
depression in a salt marsh area not 
counected with the tide that at any 
time holds rainwater for a week will 
breed mosqtiitoe.s." 


There are hundreds, perhaps thou- 


sands, of such pools, ponds, ditches 
and depressions along the Jersey coast. 


Speaking of the breeding capacity of 


the mosquito in these places, the pro- 
fessor says: "I have found pools so 
crowded that an estimate of 100 wrig- 
glers to an area of one square inch was 
scarcely equal to the fact Half that 
number is a common occurrence. This 
means over 7,000 in an area of one 
square foot, and it needs an area of 
less than 150 square feet—a pool rough- 
ly 10 by 13 feet—to produce 1,000,000 
mosquitoes at one hatching." 


The remedies the professor recom- 


mends are to fill in such breeding 
places wherever it is practicable. This 
is the most effective and lasting reme- 
dy. It has been tried with great suc- 
cess at Seaside Park and partially at 
Mantoloken and Bay Head. Where 
filling in is not practicable he advises 
that the tidal flow be introduced by 
ditching or that the pool be drained or 
that petroleum be used. As to this last 
named remedy lie says: "In such cases 
a pail of furl oil, kerosene or crude pe- 
troleum and a broom are needed. Dip 
the broom into the oil pail, shake the 
oil over the pool and then sweep over 
the surface thoroughly, so as to get 
into the grass and along the banks, 
that every part of the pool may get its 
oil coating and the water itself be stir- 
red with it. In less than an hour every 
larva and pupa will be dead, and the 
pool will remain safe until the filling 
or draining operations can be com- 
pleted." 


Stones In Garden Soil. 


Don't be impatient to get all the 


small stones out of your garden soiL 
Any as large as a baseball should cer- 
tainly be taken out, but the smaller 
stones, especially those the size of a 
marble, help the soil by keeping it 
loose,.allowing good circulation of wa- 
ter and helping to warm it somewhat. 
This is especially valuable where an 
early crop is wanted.

TRADE WITH SOUTH AFRICA 


Valuable Ad»ice From a Consul to 


American ilauufneturers. 


Now that peace hns been declared in 


South Africa there1 will come an enor- 
mous demand for goods. Many farm- 
houses in the Transvaal aad -the Gr- 
ange River Colony have had their 
thatched roofs burned and will have 
to be reroofed prob.ibly with gaha- 
nized iron, a material much used for 
this purpose there. It will also be 
necessary for many of the farmers to 
purchase new agricultural implements, 
vehicles, furniture, harness and food 
for man and beast. Every store will 
have to be restocked. In short, all en- 
terprises will be started anew, and it 
will not be possible to get goods into 
the interior fast enough to meet the 
demand that will arise. 


All nations are awaiting this trade 


and are preparing for it by establish- 
ing direct lines of ocean transpor- 
tation—all nations except the United 
States, which^ other than"" an occa- 
sional freight st&unor, has no direct 
communication with_Cape Colony. In 
calling the atteifaou of the state de- 
partment at'Washington to these op- 
portunities, Consul General Bmgham 
at Cape Town says: 


The United StatdS ships to this part of 


the •world more than twice as much goods 
as any other country, except Great Brit- 
ain. 
We have been sending to South Af- 


rica an immense amount of the material 
required to carry on the w ar, and this bus 
accounted for much of our increased 
trade. It is said that from the begin- 
ning: of hostilities up to April 3. 1902, The 
United States has furnished 201,GOT horses 
and mules for service in the British armj , 
also a vast amount at grain, hay, meat 
and other articles.' Horses will still be 
purchased to soire extent, and feed will 
always be m demand, though in less 
quantities than at present. Indeed, until 
a different method of farming is adopted 
here this country will never be able to 
raise nearly enough to supply its wants, 
but when there is no longer a demand for 
army supplies fiora the United States our 
imports into South Africa will probably 
decrease to their normal volume or nearly 
so, and if we intend to strengthen our 
hold on the manufactured ?oods trade we 
must conduct that trade directly instead 
of through the hands o'f our competitois. 
As British subjects will have a great war 
debt to pay they very naturally think 
that the trade of South Africa belongs to 
them and will leave nothing undone to re- 
tain It. \Ve cannot always depend solely 
on the superior quality of our goods. 
Greater effort on our part is necessary. 
Our gram, our flour, our meat must com- 
pete with that produced by the Argentine 
Republic, New Zealand 6fAustraha. New 
Zealand timber is certainly as good as 
ours, and the premier .of that colony, the 
Hon. Richaid Sedilon, in a speech in Cape 
Town recently saad that his people pio- 
posed to handle tljis trade in the future.

likely to be a long one, says the Xew 
.York Evening Post. It grew out of the 
popularity of the Jerusalem candle- 
stick, whose classic design attracted 
from Its artistic effect Naturally these 
candlesticks do not lend themselves to 
shades, and so the unprotected flame 
became the proper manifestation of 
candle decoration. Hostesses find, how- 
,ever, that not only is the shadeless 
candle often dangerous, but it soon be- 
comes unsightly, and its big, flickering 
flame steadily before the eye is un- 
pleasant and fatiguing. The other aft- 
ernoon at a gathering of clubwomen 
In a fashionable drawing room a large 
seven branched caudlcstkli Uckl iu a 
straight row seven tall lighted candles 
of bright green. The candlestick stood 
on a polished table and just at one side 
of a jar of rich brown glaze holding a 
mass of flowering twigs. These leaned 
over pretty near to the caudle flame, 
but when that flame was perfectly up- 
right and high it safely cleared the 
twigs. The speaker of the afternoon 
stood at the other side of the table, but 
her half hour's talk was greatly inter-

Kir.se through 
two clear warm waters of the same 
temperature as the suds, adding to the 
last water a little ultramarine blue and 
a teaspoonful of liquid gum arable. 
Smooth out and hang as carefully as 
possible in order to avoid the wrin- 
kles so hard to iron out of silk without 
injury to the fabric. When nearly dry, 
press under muslin.

Experimenting ivith • 


Kew Wireless Telegraphy. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


Washington, Aug. 4.—With tho in- 


vention of wireless telegraphy psy- 
chists have been spurred to nne\\ed 
efforts to demonstrate the feasi!> Hty Of 
telepathy, the transference of thw.^ht 
Iroui the mind of one person to the 
mind of another simply by the \\ ill of 
the thinker. The possibilities o( t< 1, pa- 
tby have been advocated by no less 
straitlaced a scientist than Sir Wil- 
liam Crookes, the inventor of the radi- 
ometer and the X ray tube, :m<l. ac- 
cording to the claims of cxpern enters 
in this city, results have recent I v been 
obtained that have far surpasM'd their 
fonc^st hope?. 


The experimenters, who are mem- 


bers of the Society For Psycln> .si Re- 
search and are therefore entitled to a 
hearing, admit that they are making 
use of an apparatus in their work, but

this is designed merely as a mechanical 
device to aid the operator in concen- 
trating his mind on the word or sen- 
tence to be transmitted to the rtcon ing 
agent. The apparatus used consists 01' 
a stereopticon lantern for projecting 
light, an easel supporting a blackboard, 
disks of pasteboard marked" •» ith the 
messages to be sent and a conical tube 
through which the operator gazes in- 
tently at the disk on the blackboard. 


All these are arranged in a room that 


has been completely darkened, and the 
stereopticon is adjusted so that it will 
cast a light exactly covering the out- 
line of the disk and making the disk 
the only object visible in the room. 
The operator sits perfectly still and 
thinks of nothing but the message on 
the disk. 


In another dark room sits the re- 


ceiver with eyes bandaged to exclude 
the light that might creep into th*- 
room through door or window cracks. 
The mind of the receiver must be ab- 
solutely passive—a vacuum, 
s,o to 


speak. According to reports from peo- 
ple who have taken part in tlu-sc ex- 
periments, the message from tlie opera- 
tor i<? received in the followjrig jnan- 
ner:' 
,,^ 


Wbile allowing his mind to remain 


passive the agent begins to see wavy 
clouds, followed by a pale bluish light, 
bright in the center. Gradually the tig- 
vies on the disk appear iu larger lumi- 
nous form, lasting only a moment, but 
reappearing several times. 


It is declared that in experiments 


where messages have been transmitted 
over a distance exceeding 200 miles not 
only the actual messages, but stray 
thoughts in the roind of the operator, 
have been flashed to that of the receiv- 
ing agent. It is further asserted that 
on some occasions sentences thus sent 
have been received audibly as though 
spoken in the room where the receiver 
passively sits. 


An instructive experiment that may 


be conducted as a drawing room 
amusement is the reading of the de- 
nominations of cards held hidden by 
the transmitting agent. It is possible 
for the receiver, who should be blind- 
folded and sit back to back with the 
operator, 
to 
distinguish accurately 


cards selected from a pack. Both par- 
ties must concentrate their whol» at- 
tention on a card chosen for the experi- 
ment, noting the design, color and de- 
nomination. If tho-operator does not do 
this, he cannot expect to convey a de!i- 
nite image to the mind of the receiver. 
Frequently both will imagine that they 
see the form of the card undergoing 
changes while they are endeavoring to 
fix it in their minds, but with proper 
attention the correct image will finally 
be represented. 


Although it is possible tint the ex- 


perimenters are attaching undue value 
to the results already obtained, there 
can be no doubt that they are re- 
moving the doctrine of telepathy from 
the realm of coincidence, to which it 
has so long been assigned by unbeliev- 
ers. Nor can the accurate ir-feption of 
messages transmitted in iln«> way be 
set down as instances of ck-ver guess- 
work. The requirements for successful 
telepathy, however, are so pi eat that it 
is probable it will be many a day be- 
fore it becomes a profitable or a popu- 
lar science.
